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FOREST FIRES 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 
in both length and severity. For the second successive year, we expe- 
rienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the com- 
pounding of such drought conditions, together with the many days 
of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazard- 
ous years in the past half century. Although our fire season was three 
weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a 
slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the area burned 
dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. Early det- 
tection and rapid response kept many potential fire disasters from 
becoming reality. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this 
community who responded and fought our fires so efficiently. Our 
state is now 86% wooded and its economy — both industrial and 
recreational — is greatly dependent or this forest resource. The re- 
sponsibility for adequate fire protection of this great area—4,350,000 
acres—is everyone’s responsibility and prevention is one of our most 
effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preveniable fires this year are chargeable 
to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) children 
playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact 
that all such fires endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your fine cooperation during the past 
fire season and with your continued cooperation we are confident that 
we can improve our fire record in 1965.

For the third time in recent years, our library has been broaden- 
ing its focus. From 1853, when the Turner Social Library was formed, 
all business was conducted and all problems discussed with little 
knowledge of what other libraries were doing, and with almost no 
contact with the State Library, at Concord. The first major change 
was the tremendously successful Bookmobile system. Then, more 
recently, came the formation of several cooperative groups, includ- 
ing the Grafton Library Cooperative, of which Lyme Town Library 
has been a member for several years. Iinally, 1965 will see the volun- 
tary joining together of local libraries to form the new statewide 
Library Development Program, Although our thoughts have been 
turning to the exciting possibilities of the new program, most of the 
trustees time has been spent in maintaining our libraries and trying 
to find ways to improve their services and reach a larger group of 
readers in Lyme. 


Because of the severe water shortage this year, it was necessary 
to connect the library with the Lyme Water Association. Fire in- 
surance coverage was increased on the books in both the Lyme and 
Lyme Center libraries. The annual interest from the Orland Wales 
Dimick Fund makes it possible for the trustees to select some special 
project each year. 1964’s projects will be of benefit for many years. 
One was the purchase of plastic covers for all new books. This is 
especially important for children’s books, since the original book 
jacket can be protected permanently, making the books more attract- 
ive to readers, and old favorites more easily recognizable. The larger 
part of the income from the Dimick Fund was used to purchase two 
sturdy study tables, which release the attractive tables, in use since 
the Converse Library was built, for the display of books and other 
exhibits. 


2. FRO 


Again, this year, the library has worked closely with the school. 
Children come from the school each week to select books, use the 
re’erence material, and to realize the place that libraries will have in 
their future, both in their higher education, and their adult years. A 
summer reading program for elementary and pre-school children was 
held again this year and proved valuable in maintaining their interest 
in reading when school was not in session. A weekly story hour for 
the first grade children has been held intermittently by Mrs. Chaffee, 
Mrs. McIntyre and Mrs. Penfield, and has proved so worthwhile 
that we hope to make it a regular part of our program. 


A detailed account of the Library Development Program, of 
which the Lyme Town Library recently became a charter member, 
will doubtless appear in next year’s report. At the present time the 
transfer of Lyme Library from the Littleton to the Keene Bookmo- 
bile District is the only change which has taken place, but by the 
middle of 1965, we should be enjoying the advantages of centralized 
book-buying and centralized cataloguing. The latter will be of great 
assistance to Mrs. Hazel Park, who has been our volunteer catalogue 
and accession librarian for the past few years, and relieve of some of 
the more tedious details of her position. Our especial thanks go to 
her for the many hours which she continues to spend at this valuable 
and exacting job. 


Other volunteers have made it possible to continue our school 
program which is arranged by Mrs. Melendy and carried out by Miss 
Bradley, Mrs. Bircher, Mrs. Crawford, Mrs. Louise Pushee, Mrs. 
Olive Gray, Mrs. Ruth Uline, and Mrs. Doona Laro. At Lyme Cen- 
ter, Mrs. Jeannette Day and Mrs. Ruby Thompson have assisted 
the librarian, Mrs, Katherine Bryant. 


We thank these friends who have given their time again this 
year, the Utility Club for its continued support, those who have 
given books as gifts or memorials, and all who have helped in other 
ways, as we try to provide good library service for the town.

PUBLIC HEALTH REPORT 


Dr. William Putnam, Health Officer 
Lyme, New Hampshire 


Dear Dr. Putnam: 


The following is a report of the activities conducted for Lyme, 
by the New Hampshire Division of Public Health — Public Health 
Nursing, for the year 1964. 


There were no immunization clinics conducted in the town for 
1964. In 1963, several clinics were held and it was felt that the pres- 
ent coverage was good. Clinics will be considered again for 1965. 


It was not the year for Tuberculin Testing in the schools, how- 
ever, the previous tuberculin reactors from the school tests and aduit 
arrested tuberculosis cases were notified of the Xray Mobile Clinic 
at Hanover or the spring and fall clinics held at Lebanon semi-an- 
nually by the New Hampshire Tuberculosis and Health Association. 
Several took advantage and had their yearly chest x-rays. The school 
children, reactors to tuberculin tests, are recommended to follow- 
through with chest x-rays annually for at least three years. 


Children have attended the N. H. Cripple Children’s Clinic 
at Hanover, Cardiac Clinics and others as necessary. Home visits 
have been made in the town on babies, preschools, mothers, follow- 
up on communicable disease cases as necessary.

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LYME RECREATION COMMITTEE 


Annual Report 
1964 


It is the duty of the Recreation Committee to provide a diversi- 
fied program of recreation and enjoyment for all the citizens of Lyme. 


Supervision of the program and facilities at Post Pond was the 
largest project of the committee during 1964. In the spring pilings 
were driven for a permanent dock at the swimming area. Mud was 
removed from the pond, to the right of the beach, and put in the ad- 
jacent swamp, resulting in additional flat land which was happily 
used for tether-ball and volley ball. Construction of the bath house 
was completed. A very attractive, two-sided, stone fireplace for the 
picnic area was donated by the Utility Club, which has proven very 
useful. A full Red Cross program of swimming instruction was pro- 
vided by two water-safety instructors for sixty-four children, forty- 
six of whom won awards for progress, presented at a water carnival 
at the end of August. 


Early in the summer there were a few cases of vandalism. A 
letter was sent to all local residents explaining the situation and ask- 
ing for their cooperation. This, together with special patrolling by 
the police department diminished the problem. 


Four concerts, given by the Lebanon Band, and one square 
dance called by George Smith, were held on the common, after the 
Tuesday night church suppers. 


Ski instruction, with Mrs. Ross McIntyre as chairman, and in 
cooperation with the Ford Sayre Memorial Ski Council of Hanover, 
was provided for fifty-one children, under eight volunteer instructors. 
Forty-four pairs o skiis were repaired and refinished for rental at a 
nominal fee. 


A series of four square dances were run last winter under the 
chairmanship of Vivian Piper. 


In December, at the suggestion oi Glen Buzzell who volunteered 
to take charge of the project, the committee voted funds for materials 
to make a small skating rink on the common. This is providing a 
centrally located, safe place for the children to skate, which is con- 
stantly supervised.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


INTRODUCTION 


In a brief report of this nature, it is impossible to do justice to 
all of the aspects of the school’s program. It should be pointed out 
at this time that many of the innovations in the Lyme School this 
year were attributable in large part to the impact of the Lyme Proj- 
ect. Insofar as possible, I shall try to isolate in the following report 
the influence of the Lyme Project in order not to duplicate material. 


STAFF 


We were fortunate, indeed, to have secured the services of Mr. 
Stewart G. Davis as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. Mr. Davis, 
whose work is primarily concerned with the business management 
of the school, assumed his duties July 1 and has been of immense 
help to the Superintendent’s office during the past several months. 


Last June, Mrs. Dorothy Messier and Mrs. Charlotte Perkins 
retired from active service as teachers in the Lyme District after 
many years of service to the town of Lyme. Although their replace- 
ments, Mrs. Sheila Israel and Mrs. Diane Pollack, will be with us 
for only one year, they have made a very fine contribution to the 
schools. We hope to be able to replace them with teachers of longer 
tenure next year. Due to the resignation of Mrs. Sylvia Markcrow 
last winter, Miss Terry Viens returned to the Lyme School System 
from a position in Elmira, New York. Mrs. Frances Tullar returned 
in September after a year’s leave of absence spent studying at Ply- 
mouth State College where she received her Bachelor’s degree in 
June. 


In September of this year Mrs. Dagmar Tisdale joined our 
staff as our new art teacher, a program we established with the help 
of sweepstakes revenue. 


It should be pointed out that all of our staff members have 
been continuing their educational programs during the summers and 
by taking courses during the school year; three of our teachers are 
presently working toward the Master’s Degree. It is my hope that 
the staff in Lyme will continue this program of professional study 
in order to assure that we maintain a high level of preparation for 
the very important job of teaching our children. I would like to take 
this opportunity to extend my appreciation publicly to the staff for 
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the enthusiastic manner in which they approached the many diffi- 
cult and time-consuming curriculum programs in the school. 


I would also like to direct attention to the very excellent work 
by our custorian, Mr. Leonard Estes, who has done much to im- 
prove the condition of the school. 


ORGANIZATION 


The departmentalized intermediate grades (grades five through 
eight) continue to function well. We have made several minor chan- 
ges this year in the schedule in order to devote more time to indivi- 
dual differences. One of the most significant moves in the organiza- 
tion of the schools was the housing of the upper four grades in the 
old school and the moving of all of the lower grades into the four 
new classrooms. This allowed the lowe: grade children to have the 
advantage of the best facilities possible and obviated the necessity 
for changing classes in the departmenitalized program between the two 
buildings. The elimination of the distractions and noise each hour as 
classes changed has added much io the effectiveness of the lower 
grade program. Moving the upper grades into the old school has 
also allowed us to install a science labortory at minimal cost in the 
old building. We received three excellent college science laboratory 
tables and stools plus an additional laboratory demonstration table 
and several science equipment items from Dartmouth College. This 
allows our instructor to set up demonstrations at the demonstration 
tables and also allows the students to begin work in laboratory 
science at the fifth grade level. 


We are in the process of converting the old kitchen into an In- 
structional Resources Center where we can store reference materials, 
certain Lyme Project books, and cther material and equipment as 
well as using the room for seminar-type class meetings and for the 
other small-group instructional purposes. 


Principal J. William Ellis and the staff have done a great deal 
this year in attempting to tighten up the entire operation of the 
school. Education is a most serious business, indeed, and there have 
been many distractions which tended to take students away from 
their educational program. It is absolutely imperative that each stu- 
dent direct his every attention to his educational program during his 
elementary school years. We will make every effort to continue to 
discourage anything which takes the student away from the curri- 
cular program and we hope we will continue to have the cooperation 
of all parents in this endeavor. 
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CURRICULUM 


During the past year we devoted a considerable amount of time 
to the study of the reading program and at the present time are 
continuing this study as well as an over-all review of other aspects 
of the curriculum. I shall break down the several major areas in the 
curriculum in the following brief paragraphs: 


Reading—During the past year and with help from the Lyme 
Project, we purchased a complete set of new basal readers, grades 
one through eight, and a complete set of co-basal or supplementary 
readers to go along with the basal series. This gave us a complete 
and sequential program in reading in grades one through eight.. To- 
gether with the new readers we secured phonics charts, phonics re- 
cordings, study books, and various study helps. In addition to the 
books, we purchased a controlled reader which is a device similar 
to a movie projector used to improve the speed of reading, rate of 
comprehension, and vocabulary development. We also added to our 
supply of reading laboratories published by the Science Research As- 
sociates. These are programmed materials very similar in many re- 
spects to “teaching machines” which the students can use at an inde- 
pendent level of work. The impact of the entire reading program 
will not produce miracles overnight but should, in the course of the 
next few years, help us to alleviate many of the reading problems 
that are existent in the school. 


Mathematics—We are now in cur third year of the modern 
mathematics and most of our earlier problems have been smoothed 
out. The program has been functioning well and from all appear- 
ances it looks as though we have a fairly good new math program. 
We are still in need of additional teaching aids,however, and it is 
hoped that we can add these as rapidly as possible. 


English—We have a fairly traditional program in English 
through the grades and we hope to continue to improve this aspect 
of the curriculum with the use of more advanced work in literature 
and dramatics in the upper grades This year we have made an ex- 
cellent start in this direction, including the drama workshop which 
we conducted prior to the Christmas vacation. In the lower grades we 
hope to firm up our program in the language arts field with the neces- 
sary strengths in grammar and in the early stages of composition. 


Science—Our science program in grades five through eight has 
received a tremendous boost with the addition of facilities for labor- 
atory work at those grade levels. We also have up-dated textbooks 
in these areas and with the addition of more equipment and supplies 
we hope to continue to improve this phase of the program. 
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Social Studies—This area of the program is perhaps our weak- 
est throughout the school and is one to which a great deal of atten- 
tion and thought will be given in the very near future. This is not 
just a problem in Lyme; it is nation-wide and there are new materials 
and new curricula methods being developed throughout the country. 
I hope that we will be able, in the near future, to adapt some ol 
these programs to our own school in Lyme. 


Art—We have initiated an extremely strong art program in 
the Lyme School this year. Thus far, basic background projects 
in one-dimensional problems and some basic paper sculpture have 
been completed. Figure drawing in the various medias of crayon, 
chalk, paint, ink and charcoal pencil have been done in every grade. 
The upper elementary grades each have had a more extensive unit 
of several consecutive weeks concerning: stick figures in action, ana- 
tomy, action drawing, gesture drawing. This groundwork was essen- 
tial for further work utilizing the figures. We have also done a great 
deal of work with graphics, poster painting, and specialized drawing. 
One of our major problems encountered this year was the develop- 
ment of basic skills at each grade level in order to continue to build 
a sequential art curriculum. It is my hope that next year we will be 
able to secure the services of as fine a music teacher as we have done 
In art. 


Guidance and Testing—-The Lyme School now has a complete 
standardized testing program which includes: I.Q. tests, (alternate 
years); the Stanford Achievement Test (given twice a year); the 
School and College Ability Test (given once a year). It would be 
most helpful if we had more administrative time available for work- 
ing with individual students and with teachers on these tests. 


Equipment—We added a photo copy machine this year which 
has been most help‘ul in duplicating materials and making ditto mas- 
ters of printed materials that can be run off on our duplicating ma- 
chine for classroom purposes. It should be pointed out that the Lyme 
School has absolutely no clerical help whatsoever and a principal who 
must teach nearly all week. A modern curriculum is an extremely 
fast-moving and demanding curriculum and as we modernize we 
must give more attention to supporting the educational program with 
the proper administrative and/or clerical assistance that it will need. 


In a general sense, I am most pleased with the progress in up- 
grading Lyme’s curriculum. I believe we are fast approaching a 
school in which all of us can take a great deal of pride. The curricu- 
lum in any good school can never be static. It is continually evolving 
and at an ever-increasing rate. We must continue to stay abreast of 
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changes in curriculum and be prepared to adopt changes in curricu- 
lum in order to assure that our children have the very best possible 
educational advantages. 


THE FUTURE 


Continued progress in building up a very fine educational pro- 
gram will mean continued and increased expenditures for education. 
There is little doubt of the direct and proportional relationship be- 
tween the level of expenditure for education and the quality of the 
educational program. We have done a great deal in upgrading teach- 
ers’ salaries and we must continue to make sure we remain competi- 
tive in this respect. We must continue tc extend a large effort in the 
development of and in the introduction of new materials, new texts, 
and new equipment. The Lyme Project has taken up some of these 
burdens but I would point out to you that the Lyme Project will go 
on for one more year. 


I believe it is imperative that serious consideration in Lyme be 
given to the possibility of joining a cooperative school district. School 
Districts all around Lyme are consolidating in cooperative school dis- 
tricts and Lyme cannot long continue to exist as a separate and very 
small school district. The many advantages of a cooperative district, 
particularly in grades seven through twelve, cannot be over-empha- 
sized. moreover, the day is coming when it will be unfeasible, finan- 
cially, to attempt to operate a good seventh and eighth grade program 
or junior high school for the small enrollment that we have in Lyme. 


Another factor which needs to be considered is the durability and 
the feasibility of continuing to use the Lyme Plain School. It would 
seem that serious thought must be given to the eventual abandon- 
ment of this structure and its replacement, as an addition to the 
Lyme-Laura Barnes School, of added classrooms and added teaching 
stations. These are long range thoughts but the community should be 
giving some consideration to them at this time in order to preclude 
hasty action when the need becomes imminent. 


One of the most pressing and immediate problems is the lack of 
a Kindergarten. Some children never recover from the poor start 
caused by the non-existence of the kindergarten experience and it is 
my hope that a kindergarten program can be added as soon as pos- 
sible to the Lyme school system. 


CONCLUSION 


The Lyme School is fast becoming a very good elementary 
school. particularly in the programs it can offer in grades one through 
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six. Lyme is indeed fortunate to have the sservices of a very excel- 

lent, energetic and sincere principal in Mr, Ellis. It is fortunate, also, 

in having the services of a devoted, loyal and hard-working teaching 

staff and lastly, it is fortunate in having the services of a conscien- 

tious and self-sacrificing School Board and many, many citizens in the 

community who have evinced an intense interest in the Lyme School. 

It is a pleasure for me to be associated professionally with the town 
of Lyme.

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REPORT OF THE 
LYME SCHOOL BOARD 


The Board’s last report began by noting that it had been a good 
year because of the many things that were beginning to happen in 
our school. Our report also noted that what was beginning to happen 
(special programs, activities, classes, trips and projects) could never 
even have been started except for the help of the whole town. By last 
year’s standards, this year was even better. We are now finally com- 
ing to grips with many hard problems and are getting nearer to solu- 
tions. The Board thinks that we can honestly say, along with Lyme’s 
new and energetic superintendent, that “the Lyme School is fast be- 
coming a very good one.” 


Our goal is still to develop as fully as possible the potential of 
each and every child in Lyme—and we’re not yet close enough to that 
objective. This is going to take much more work on the part of the 
Board, administration and staff—and the parents. 


Lyme Project 

The Lyme Project has been a godsend, enabling us to accom- 
plish much more than the average school in our type of community. 
The Board was especially gratified when the Lyme School was awarded 
the New Hampshire Council for Better Schools’ first annual Major 
Achievement Award in recognition of the program made possible by 
the Lyme Project. One result of this is that Lyme will soon be on 
television; the other results we hope will be observable closer to 
home—in our children. The project is supported wholly outside of 
the school district budget, and money will have to be raised again 
this year through work projects, sales and similar drives. We hope 
that the town will continue to help us on this aspect of the program 
as enthusiastically as they have in the past. What is needed most is 
a small portion of your time. 


Staff 

Dr. Zimmerman’s thorough and comprehensive report on the 
Lyme School staff, organization and curriculum reflects the very per- 
sonal interest which Lyme’s new superintendent takes in the future 
of our school. It is a pleasure to be able to work with both of our 
Bills (Dr. Zimmerman and Mr. Ellis, our principal) and to know 
how sincerely they share with all of us the same deep concern for the 
future education and career opportunities of Lyme’s children. Dr. Zim- 
merman’s high praise of Bill Ellis is seconded by the Board, we are 
proud o° the exceptional work he is doing at the school. Lyme’s as- 
sistant superintendent, Stewart Davis, has taken up his business man- 
ager’s work with enthusiasm and has brought many things under the 
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control of the Board which were previously left undone. We don’t 
have to say much about the job that Leonard Estes is doing as cus- 
todian, the excellent condition of the school speaks for itself. Lyme 
could not have a better man on the job. 


The work of our teachers in the Lyme school’s curriculum and 
their year-round efforts (which now include almost all of them par- 
ticipating in summer programs and schools) has been at the very 
heart of our expanded and greatly improved school program. We 
can’t begin to single out any one of them for special mention; they 
all deserve it for the work they are doing and the additional work 
they are planning to do in the future. A school is only as good as 
its teachers, and teachers (and teaching) have always been, and will 
continue to be, our first priority. Last year the Lyme school district 
approved an up-to-date level of salaries for our teachers. This sche- 
dule is now adjusted each year and without the necessity of as large 
overall salary increases as in the past (which were necessary to get 
our teachers up to schedule). Now that we can maintain a good com- 
petitive schedule based solely on annual market conditions it is not 
only easier to keep up with the increased market price for new teach- 
ers, but we are in a position to demand and to obtain the better 
teachers available, who are sincerely interested in teaching our child- 
ren. 


Our Future Program 

Although excellent teaching in our existing school program has 
to continue to be our number one goal, there are other areas that we 
will also have to devote some attention to in the future. 


(a) We need some daily supervision and coordination of our 
school subjects at all grade levels. Our new programs are planned so 
that each child will eventually be able to advance according to his 
own individual rate of progress—and his progress will probably differ 
from everyone else’s. This requires that the principal have some time 
to spend in all the classrooms during the week helping the teachers 
work out the many problems involved. The principal now teaches 
practically full-time, in addition to keeping up with correspondence, 
seeing parents, coordinating requests for books, supplies, etc. For this 
latter type of work some time will now be made available, but there 
is nothing left over for supervision. 


(b) The need for a music teacher is still pressing. A part-time 
teacher was requested this year but the Budget Committee did not 
feel that the budget could cover this and several other items. The 
Board hopes that supervision and music will be included in our pro- 
gram just as soon as any future increases in revenues from State 
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Foundation Aid or increases in our local tax base make this possible. 
(c) We could use a part-time physical education instructor. 


Our School in the Future 

Many changes are taking place all around us. It is not clear 
whether the Orford High School will or will not close next year, but 
what is clear is that almost everyone in Orford is behind the cooper- 
ative school district that they have been working on with towns north 
of them. Within the next few years, therefore, the alternative of © 
sending students to a high school in Orford will undoubtedly not be 
available to us. In Vermont, the state is pushing hard on a re-district- 
ing plan which would result in consolidated area high schools and 
which would further reduce Lyme’s high school alternatives. Of much 
more immediate concern to us than even these two probabilities,, how- 
ever, is the pressure which the New Hampshire Department of Edu- 
cation is putting on the various New Hampshire towns to change 
their district boundaries within the State. It is obvious at this time 
that the State is considering where and how to assign Lyme within 
the New Hampshire districts. The Lyme School Board has taken 
steps, therefore, to insure that Lyme: (1) will retain an elementary 
school and (2) will be represented on the school board of the high 
school our students will attend. To this end the Board has written 
the Commissioner of Education and has pointed out the valuable 
role which the Lyme School District could play in any cooperative 
district comprised of towns in the Hanover area. The Board also is 
planning, in the very near future, on talking informally with members 
of the Hanover, Dresden and Norwich boards about a cooperative 
district and our Lyme’s assured place in it and the Lyme School 
District’s representation on any cooperative school board which over- 
sees the affairs o° the schools including a cooperative high school. 
When these discussions seem to lead to favorable possibilities for 
Lyme, the Board will request that a duly appointed cooperative study 
committee from the Lyme School District conduct all further investi- 
gations. 


Finances 

On the overall financiel situation this year, the. Sweepstakes is 
treated just as any normal revenue and is lumped with all other re- 
ceipts. Sweepstakes thus helps to defray the general cost of our edu- 
cational program. The amount of estimated Sweepstakes revenue in 
1965-66, however, is not large—approximately 6% of our budget. 
No one who has studied the situation believes that this source of 
funds can be of significant help except for the first one or two years. 
After that it ceases to provide any real increase in revenue. Even the 
Governor has admitted that additional aid to New Hampshire’s com- 
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munities is necessary to keep pace with just the expected normal 
annual increases in school budgets. The Lyme School Board does 
not believe that such additional assistance should be federal aid until 
we in New Hampshire have tried to do as much as we can right here 
in our own state. The obvious answer is some form of state broad- 
based tax, sales or flat rate income. Tv continue to push a relatively 
larger and larger tax load on property is more unfair to the less 
wealthy members of the community than if everyone had to pay some 
type of sales or income tax. To expect the federal government to do 
what we can do ourselves simply—and quite rightly—means that we 
will have less and less to say about more and more of our children’s 
education. We believe that the people of Lyme want and should be 
able to have as much as possible to say about education and the 
schools and that they have proved that they are willing to bear these 
expenses at the local level and will do so at the state level if that. is 
ever possible. 


Although the School Board did not receive Budget Committee ap- 
proval for all the funds we had requested, and, therefore, we had to de- 
cide to drop certain programs, notably music; the Board is not ques- 
tion- the Budget Committee’s revised total allocation of funds to us. 
The Budget Committee annually gives our request a very fair and in- 
telligent hearing. Since our proposed budget, which we beleved to be a 
minimum but good educational program, could not fully be met out 
of this year’s expected revenues, we will do the best possible job 
with what the Budget Committee has decided is available. Of course, 
we hope that more revenue will be available next year so that some 
of the supervisory and music needs can be met. 


In Conclusion 
In addition to our staff, we wish to thank certain other groups 
for their help this year. Dartmouth College deserves special thanks 
for their generous donation of science laboratory equipment which 
has helped to give us a top-notch science program. Also the PTA, 
Utility Club and the Church Women’s Fellowship have helped the 
school and the Lyme Projcct in hundreds of different ways, not the 
school and the LymeProject in hundreds of different ways, not the 
least of which was financial. Finally, and again as last year, to all of 
you, parents and townspeople alike, our countless thanks for your 
support as individuals and as a united and forward-looking commun- 
ity and town. This support has meant a great deal to your Board. 
Lastly we wish to express our Ceep regret at the unfortunate 
accidental death of Mildred Weeden, our School District Treasurer.
